went into the living room iddoh has been converted into an orersised atody 
for POCAPON due to lakk of space In any other porticai of the hoose» FOCAFON 
apoliglsed for the apaet state of the room and explained that at one tim 
he would have been proud to have visitors to his old hole in Nishi Qkobo 
but this house had been boshed out in the 25 Kay raid in 1945* tbs house 
FOCAFON now lives in was obtained after the war and is naoh too small for 
hin, hoeever^ he indicated that he and Mrs. POCAPON and one maid are the onljr 
ones there now since his son is at school in the Statesand they are able to 
manage « Ky inpresalon, initial and throu^out the evening waa that POCAPCKI 
leads a very frugal Ufe at hosn. Whatever extravagant pretense he puts on 
to the outside woild is strictly to keep up his position as President of the 
Liberal Party.
